Big news from the Army General Hospital this week is that work 
started Tuesday on the development in the 40-acre olive grove on 
Tamarisk Road, which will comprise the major portion of the hos­ 
pital project. On that day a bulldozer began pulling trees to make 
way for the main streets through the hospital grounds and to clear 
areas for seven permanent medical storehouses and one immense 
quarterm aster's warehouse. 
The J. & B. Construction Co. of Los 
Angeles commenced work on the warehouses this week.

Initial Crew Starts 
Work on Extensive 
Airport Improvement 


A job that will bring an ad­ 
ditional 150 to 300 workmen to 
Palm Springs, 
namely, exten­ 
sion of runways and parking 
facilities at the new airport, has 
been let to the R. A. Conyes 
Construction,Co. of Los Ange­ 
les, and work started this week 
with a small initial crew of 40 
men. 
ARMY FINANCED 
As the new airport has been 
■completely taken 
over for the 
duration by the army and is be­ 
ing used as a Ferrying Command 
Base, the improvements are being 
ngde and paid for by the army. 
They include a 1200-foot exten­ 
sion to the northwest by south­ 
east runway and additional 25- 
foot-wide parking aprons along 
both sides of the north and south 
runway. 
The extension will be added at 
the northwest end of the runway. 
The north and south runway is 
4,039 feet long, and already has a 
30-foot-wide parking apron on 
both sides. 
Thus, the 
new im­ 
provement will give that runway 
a 55-foot oil mat along both sides 
for parking planes. 
In connection with the airport 
improvement project, City Street 
Superintendent 
Jerry 
Sanborn 
appeared before the city council 
W ednesday night to report the 
contractors for the job wanted 
permission to cross Ramon Road 
w ith a temporary pipe line from 
a well on the south side of the 
street, which will supply water 
for the construction work. 
This 
w ell is owned by John Wheeler 
and is directly opposite the air­ 
port. 
The m atter was 
referred to 
City Manager Bailey, who was 
given 
permission 
to grant the 
crossing of Ramon Road, with or 
without charging Wheeler a fran­ 
chise fee. As Wheeler, in reality, 
is selling the w ater from his well 
in direct competition to the Palm 
Springs Water Company, which 
has a city franchise. 
Wheeler 
agreed to pay the city a fee of 
two percent of his gross receipts 
from the sale of w ater to the air­ 
port contractors, based on a rate 
of nine cents per 100 cubic feet, 
City Manager 
Bailey 
reported 
yesterday. 
With this considera­ 
tion Wheeler was granted per­ 
mission to cross 
Ramon 
Road 
with his pipe line, the work start­ 
ing yesterday.

The Racquet Club pool will be 
open daily from 1:30 p. m. to 8:00 
p. m. 
It will 
open 
exclusively to 
children below high school age 
from 1:30 to 3:30 in the after­ 
noon. However, parents wishing 
to accompany their children may 
do so during the kiddies’ session. 
At 1:30 p. m. transportation will 
be provided at the Frances Stev­ 
ens School 
playground to take 
the children to the Racquet Club, 
and they will be returned to the 
school house at 3:30. 
A charge 
of five cents per child w ill be 
made, covering use of the pool 
and transportation. 
Then from 3:30 to 8:00 p. m. 
the adults and boys and girls of 
high school age w ill use the pool.

schedule of salaries covering all 
; city employees for the next fiscal 
year. 
The city council by reso­ 
lution adopted the new schedule 
of salaries recommended by the 
city manager and they became ef­ 
fective the next day. Wednesdav. 
July 1. 
J 
The increases in monthly sal­ 
aries granted by the council w ere 
as follows: 
The janitor at the city offices 
was 
increased 
$10 
a month, 
bringing his total pay to $55 per 
month. His increase will go into 
effect when the new health cen­ 
ter opens in September, at which 
time the amount of work he is 
lequired to do will increase con­ 
siderably. 
Policemen Raised 
All patrolmen employed by the 
police department were increased 
$15 a month, raising their m onth­ 
ly wage to $165. 
The salary of 
the chief of police remained un­ 
changed. 
Three increases were made in 
the fire department. 
Fire Chief 
Bill Leonesio was granted a raise 
of S25, bringing his monthly pay 
to S250. Fireman Phil Kasper got 
a $15 raise, boosting his monthly 
salary to $180: while Fireman O r­ 
ville Bigham was granted a $30 
raise, making his new monthly 
wage the same as Kasper's. 
Three salary 
increases 
w ere 
made in the street 
department, 
starting with the superintendent. 
G. K. Sanborn, who was boosted 
from S200 to $225 per month. The 
wages of Phil Gardella were in­ 
creased from $132 to $155. while 
Eugene Sullivan gained a $5.00 
per month raise. 
Overhead Cut 
In the waste disposal depart­ 
ment four wage increases were 
gi anted. David Miller and Frank 
Britton, truck drivers for the d e ­ 
partment, each received an $8.00 
increase, bringing their monthly 
wages to $150 apiece. 
The two 
waste 
disposal 
helpers, David 
Carothers and 
Ralph Newman, 
were raised to $130 each, a $9.00 
¡ per month increase per man. 
In spite of the four wage in­ 
increases in the waste disposal d e­ 
partment. the salary item in that 
department will be lower during 
the next fiscal year, due to the 
recent consolidation of the offices 
of waste disposal superintendent 
and building inspector under the 
head of Charles Burket. 
He is 
paid $70 a month as building in ­ 
spector, $125 as superintendent of 
the waste disposal 
department, 
and $30 a month car allowance, 
making his total monthly salary 
$225. This is exactly the same as 
his salary was before the con­ 
solidation of the two departments 
when he served only in the ca­ 
pacity of building inspector. Thus, 
in reality, he has taken over the 
superintendentship of the waste 
disposal department with no in­ 
crease in pay, thus saving the lat-

You Can Protect Yourself 
By DR. WARD L. MOULD 
Medical Gas Officer. U. S. Office of C ivilian Defense 
(This is another in a series of six articles about w ar gases, 
th eir characteristics, and m easures the civilian can ta k e to pro­ 
tect him self against gas injury,; 
This article will present a few simple rules by 
which injury by war gases may be prevented or 
modified. If mustard or lewisite are used, the most 
serious injuries will result from the liquid agent. 
Therefore, during a raid, remain inside, or go in­ 
side if you are out of doors. 
Remember that w ar gases are heavier than air, 
and will cling to the ground. 
You can get away 
from the vapor by going to the upper floors of a 
building and by avoiding basem ents and other low 
places. 
Even after a raid, it is better to remain 
inside the upper floors of a building than to try to 
leave the gas area unless so directed. 
Your air 
raid warden will guide you to safety when it is safe 
for you to move. 


Basic Rules for Self-Aid in a Gas Attack: 


1. 
Self-aid is the BEST aid for the prevention 
of injuries due to war gases. 
War gases are usu­ 
ally not dangerous if you take steps immediately 
to remove them from the skin and eyes. 
Effective 
means to accomplish this are in the kitchen and 
bathroom of every home. 
2. If you are inside a building, remain there and 
go upstairs. 
Do not leave your house unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 
If you are outside and not 
able to get indoors, immediately walk— don’t run— 
to get out of the gas area. Avoid puddles of liquid 
gas, basements, valleys and other low places. 
3. If you have been exposed to a war gas— 
a. Breathe through cloths w et with baking 
soda solution. 
b. Get inside a building if possible, but first re­ 
move your outer clothing and leave it outside. 
c. 
Wash your hands first, and then your face, 
with laundry soap and water. 
d. 
After cleaning your hands, wash your eyes 
at once with a large amount of a solution of baking 
soda; one teaspoonful of baking soda in a glass of 
water. 
e. Take a bath, using plenty of laundry soap. 
f. 
Wash your eyes again with baking soda so­ 
lution. 
4. If splashes of liquid gas have gotten on you— 
a. 
Using small pieces of cloth, cleansing tis­ 
sues or toilet paper, blot up as much of the liquid 
as you can, being careful not to spread it. 
b. 
Daub the contam inated area with cloths 
wet with bleaching solutions containing sodium 
hvpo-chlorite, such as CLOROX, etc. 
* c. Follow directions b, c. and d. in 3 above. 
5. NEVER GET EXCITED. Lie down and cov­ 
er yourself with a blanket. 
Medical aid is 011 the 
way. 
There is no immediate serious danger from 
exposure to any known war gas.

Of Binoculars

Despite the public's excellent 
response to the Navy request for 
binoculars, the supply it still not 
sufficient to meet the require­ 
ments of the rapidly expanding 
fleet, authorities of the Eleventh 
Naval District headquarters in 
San Diego announced today. 
Emphasizing the importance of 
the part the glasses will play in 
the war at sea, Navy officers ap­ 
pealed for the loan and all avail­ 
able Zeiss or Bausch & Lomb 
binoculars. None others can be 
used at present, they said. 
Already the Navy has receiv­ 
ed 1,654 donations, with approxi­ 
mately 6,000 individuals respond­ 
ing to the 
appeal. 
California 
stood second, its residents hav­ 
ing made 287 contributions, while 
New York was first with 381. 
Minnesota was third with 94. 
The urgency for private do­ 
nations, it was 
reported, 
has 
grown because of the need for 
additional lookouts on Naval ves­ 
sels, coupled with a lack of fa­ 
cilities and highly-trained per­ 
sonnel necessary for the manu­ 
facture of such precision instru­ 
ments in sufficient quantities. 
Those with glasses they are 
willing to lend to th e Navy are 
asked to send them to the Naval 
Observatory, Washington, D. C. 
The name and address of the 
sender will be engraved on each 
instrument so that it can be re­ 
turned, if still in use, at the end 
of the war. Each donor will re­ 
ceive SI.

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WORLD JUSTICE IS TH EM E OF 
MME. CHIANG 


Mine. Cliiang Kai-shek, wife of China’s Gen­ 
eralissimo. in broadcasting a m essage to the 25th 
reunion of her classm ates at W ellesley College, re­ 
minded them that the broadcast w as in recognition 
of China’s womanhood. “To whom much is given, 
from them much is expected,” she said, and de­ 
clared that exploitation, imperialism and all other 
anachronisms of the prewar world society must be 
swept out of existence. 
She assured her listeners of the ability of the 
Chinese people to hold on notwithstanding untold 
difficulties and hardships, if China is given the 
necessary equipment. She pointed out that the 
people of China had braved the horrors of the past 
five years at the hands of Japan because they be­ 
lieved that after victory the world system would 
be entirely altered, that we would all be free peo­ 
ples and that nations, stfong or weak, would deal 
fairly and squarely with each other. She stated 
that if the people of China and the„army of China 
had not believed this, the war, as far as China is 
concerned, would have been over a year or more 
ago. 
* 
Stressing that it is better to prevent wars than 
to win them, she pointed out that war can only be 
prevented if the world society is so constituted 
lhat all races are given equal opportunity to devel­ 
op their native genius, not hampered but aided by 
stronger and more advanced races. 
Admitting that it was paradoxical, she never­ 
theless held that nations, like individuals, can re­ 
tain their privileges and rights only by sharing 
them with others and that when they attempt to 
reserve such privileges and rights exclusively for 
them selves, they sooner or later lose them. 


MASSACRE OF LIDICE 
SHOCKS W ORLD 
The list of German atrocities in retaliation 
for the assassination of Reinhard Heydrich, Hit­ 
ler’s deputy Gestapo chief, has reached 700 and 
continue to mount. The Czechoslovakian town of 
Lidice, pronounced Leed-eat-say, was singled out 
by Germany’s human butcher, Adolph Hitler, for 
his first object of revenge on a wholesale scale. 
The men of the town, numbering about 350, were 
shot. Their wives were hustled off to a concentra­ 
tion camp to await the living horrors meted out 
by Nazis. The children were torn from their moth­ 
ers and taken to German “educational institutions” 
and their fate can only be imagined in the light 
of what has happened in similar cases to children 
under Nazi control. 
The unmitigated, blood-curdling torturings of 
body and soul inflicted by this twentieth century 
incarnation of the brutalities of the dark ages, 
Nazidom ’s unspeakable Hitler, have aroused the 
civilized world to righteous wrath and a demand 
for practical measures to bring home to the Ger­ 
man people them selves a realization of what their 
rulers have done to the defenseless men and the 
innocent women and children of Lidice. 
Jan Masaryk, Foreign Minister of the Czecho­ 
slovakian Government in Exile, issued a statement 
through the Office of Facts and Figures. He said 
that the Nazis boasted of “extinguishing” Lidice, 
hut instead of extinguishing that town they had 
immortalized it and the names of each and every 
one of its heroes “who now lie silent.” He added 
that Lidice stands today not as a symbol of German 
might, but “as a flaming sword around which all 
fighters for freedom will rally.”

26 the fire was discovered, and 
despite a quick response by the 
few people in the village, there 
was no chance 
of 
staying the 
blaze, and we resorted to our 
only avenue 
of 
protection, by 
manning the roofs of structures 
in line with the flying embers. 
Mrs. Yoder with her daughter, 
Miss Mary, were on the coast, 
and no one was 
occupying the 
house. The cause of the fire is, 
therefore, a mystery. Miss Geor­ 
gia Rich was the first to reach 
the fire bell and to arouse the 
village, and a young man who 
was driving an oil company truck 
parked his truck 
and got oúr 
temperamental red devil chem­ 
ical to the fire in short order, and 
the rest of us who arrived about 
the same time went to work on a 
roaring inferno that no equip­ 
ment could have 
saved at the 
time of our arrival. 
There is always a lesson to be 
gained from each fire. 
Owners 
should have their garden valves 
or faucets fifteen to twenty feet 
away from the house and there 
should be a cut-off 
valve be­ 
tween them and the house. This 
is not a costly investment and 
could possibly save your house or 
your neighbor's. 
In this case the water was on 
but in a few moments 
no one 
could get to the hose valve next 
the house, and the hose burned 
off. and as the fixtures within 
the house fell from their sup­ 
ports the pipes were broken and 
no water pressure was left. The 
chemical equipment and a weak 
stream controlled the fire from 
spreading 
in the 
yard, 
and a 
double garage was not burned. 
This was another case of plenty 
of clear space and therefore no 
fires 
developed 
on 
adjoining 
properties. 
Mrs. 
Yoder 
states 
that while there was some in­ 
surance, it was far less than the 
worth of the property 
lost, and 
then there is always the senti­ 
mental value that no insurance 
can ever replace. 
We hope Mrs. 
Yoder will not be prevented by 
priorities from 
establishing her 
home here again. 
C. S. Cobb, though away at the 
time of the fire, took care of the 
elean-up of equipment and the 
recharging of the chemical tanks. 
Some day the community will 
see the necessity of having a fire 
district here, ♦ * *

months. 
Well, Chester Ide, who 
has had charge of this vital work, 
asks why did I raise the question.

Service for AEF 


Postal 
Telegraph 
announces, 
through its President, Mr. Ed­ 
win F. Chinlund, that EFM. the 
fixed text overseas telegram serv­ 
ice to members of American Ex­ 
peditionary Forces .recently an­ 
nounced by the War Department, 
will be available to the public 
through its nation-wide system 
of office on and after June 22. 
Mr. Chinlund points out that 
while the 60 cents overseas serv­ 
ice is a “Canned Message" serv­ 
ice in the sense that no changes 
may be made in the more than 
one hundred standardized words 
and phrases, the expressions are 
common to ordinary correspond­ 
ence rather than of the familiar 
telegraphic greeting type avail­ 
able to special occasions such 
as Father’s Day, Mother's Day, 
Valentine’s Day, etc. The serv­ 
ice worked out in cooperation 
with the War Department is de­ 
signed to provide a fast, cheap 
means of bona fide correspond­ 
ence between our forces abroad 
and 
relatives 
and 
friends 
at 
home. 
Postal Telegraph advises that 
its EFM service is available to 
and from members of Naval, Ma 
rine and Nurse Corps units on 
active duty with American Ex­ 
peditionary Forces abroad as well 
as to the Army personnel wherev­ 
er APO and serial numbers are 
available. The sender is requir­ 
ed to sign his full name. EFM 
telegrams 
cannot 
be accepted 
“Collect’’. Inbound EFM service 
has been in effect over Postal 
Telegraph lines since May 29. 
Postal Telegraph states that of 
the sixty cents cost of the EFM 
telegram the Company receives 
twenty cents to cover domestic 
transmission, 
clerical 
handling 
and messenger delivery expenses, 
which puts the service on a non­ 
profit basis. On and after June 
22, EFM Service via Postal Tele­ 
graph will be available to and 
from Great Britain, North Ire­ 
land, Newfoundland, Puerto Ri­ 
co, Panama, Hawaii, 
and 
the 
Caribbean area. 
Negotiations are actively un­ 
der way with foreign govern­ 
ments which control telegraph 
services beyond the terminals of 
American facilities, 
to 
expand 
the service as rapidly as possi­ 
ble to all American Expedition­ 
ary Force units everywhere.

What are taxes? 
I said last tveek that I was 
going to ask this question. What 
is your answer? We say jok­ 
ingly in the legislature that we 
know the definition of a “good 
tax” would be one imposed upon 
some one else or upon some oth­ 
er business or profession than 
the one in which we ourselves 
are engaged. But seriously, what 
are taxes? 
The S tate of California, ac­ 
cording to the Controller’s re­ 
port, collects “taxes” under 18 
different headings, but m any of 
these are groups of taxes. 
Fbr 
example, the first item on the 
alphabetical list is shown as “Al­ 
cohol Beverage Revenues” but 
actually is made up of Liquor 
Licenses, Beer and Wine Excise 
Taxes, Distilled 
Spirits 
Excise 
Taxes, and revenue from provis­ 
ions of former acts. 
The motor car and the motor 
car owner gets plenty of tax at­ 
tention in 13 separate taxes, ap­ 
pearing however as four headings 
on the Controller’s list; Registra­ 
tion and Weight Fees, Chauffers 
and Operators Licenses, Transfer 
Fees, Filing Fees, Caravan Fees, 
Testing Fees, the Gasoline Tax, 
the Diesel Fuel Tax, Brokers and 
Producers 
Licenses, 
the 
“In- 
Lieu” Tax which we pay when 
we pay our annual license fees 
and which is largely given to 
the Counties, in lieu of the old 
personal property tax on autos, 
and some four or five odd items 
of transportation taxes and li­ 
censes collected 
under 
special 
acts of 1923, 1925, and 1933. 
We think of TAXES as money 
raising measures imposed upon 
us by the Legislature, 
or 
by 
Congress, specifically to meet the 
needs of the State, or the N a­ 
tion, as shown by the items in 
an annual budget previously pre­ 
pared and approved. 
We should instead recognize 
that definition of a tax, used by 
students of taxation, which says 
that, “any voluntary 
contribu­ 
tion, systematically imposed by 
the State, can safely be classed 
as a tax whether so named or 
not. A true fee covers only the 
cost 
of 
a 
specific, individual 
service. As soon as the fee ex­ 
ceeds the cost of the service, it 
takes on the essential character­ 
istics of a tax.” 
When a group of farmers, shall 
we say, comes to Sacramento and 
asks that a “fee” be set to cover 
a needed service, and that fee 
is later found to raise twice the 
amount needed, then the fee is 
no longer a fee but a tax. If bar­ 
bers. doctors, farmers, business 
men or any other group, pay fees 
beyond the needs of the service, 
then these become taxes. 
I rise to remark m at we should 
think of this. Innumberable fees 
are collected, the receipts from 
which total more than the costs 
of the services, and the money 


then goes to support bureaus o y ^ 
departments which may not orig 
inally have been designed for 
such size, such permanency or 
such authority. 
If we will think of this, and 
then add together all taxes im ­ 
posed by the Federal 
Govern­ 
ment, by the State, by the Coun­ 
ty, by the school district in which 
we live, by the City, and by all 
other agencies of government, we 
| may be surprised at the rising 
| TOTAL. Splitting them up, col­ 
lecting them at different times, 
hiding some in other charges, or 
in charges imposed on a business 
which in turn collects them from 
us in business charges, and fi­ 
nally calling some of them “fees,” 
has a tendency to lull us into 
an apathy which could seriously 
endanger our form of govern­ 
ment. 
Hitler 
reached his maximum 
on taxes, and then adopted the 
“fee” or “membership” system. A 
third of the income of a working 
man in Germany, as long ago as 
1935, was needed for “taxes”— 
practically all of the remainder 
went for food and for housing. 
When State 
taxes 
reached 
a 
danger point, 
then 
“voluntary 
contributions” collected by the 
Party Leader of each district reg­ 
ularly took more, and to work 
at all it was necessary to be­ 
long to the “A: beits-front” of Dr. 
Ley. which took 
“membership 
fees.” 
J h e rising tide of taxation, and 
of State and Federal dept, and 
the dangers of fees and mem­ 
berships m ust be understood and 
recognized in a democracy which 
wishes to rem ain a democracy.

Motorists Observe 


40 Miles An Hour 


Recommendation 


More than one half the motor­ 
ists of California are now travel­ 
ing at speeds under 40 milt* per 
hour according to surveys made 
public today by the Stale High­ 
way Traffic Advisory Commit­ 
tee to the War Departm ent. 
Indicative of the desire of the 
average car owner to make his 
tires to last just as long as pos­ 
sible, the committee's studies re­ 
veal hundreds of thousands of 
drivers now never 
perm it 
the 
speedometer to rise above 40 at 
any time even on the open road. 
Many drive at speeds much low­ 
er. Practically all the bus and 
trucking lines were said to have 
adopted 40 as 
the 
maximum 
speed. 
J. V. Vickrey, executive secre­ 
tary of the committee, comment­ 
ed: "Forty miles an hour should 
be the top speed for the maxi­ 
mum conservation of w ar trans­ 
portation. Speeds above that fig­ 
ure tend to produce heat and 
thus cause much more rapid w ear 
of tires. 
"It is essential for every car 
owner to make his tires last. Oth­ 
erwise he may be w ithout trans­ 
portation entirely for our street 
ears and buses cannot stand a 
heavy increase in traffic w ith­ 
out danger of collapse under ex­ 
isting conditions." 
The committee revealed that 
some 35 California cities with a 
population 
above 10,000 
have 
named transportation 
conserva­ 
tion 
adm inistrators 
and 
war 
transportation comm ittees in ac­ 
cordance with the plan drafted 
by the Office of Defense Trans­ 
portation. This plan proposes en­ 
couragement of the minim um use 
of private autom obiles through 
group 
riding. 
curtailm ent 
of 
pleasure driving and maximum 
use of bus and street car linos 
by staggering office, school and 
industrial hours. 
Group riding plans were de­ 
clared to be working successful­ 
ly in several communities. 
In 
San Diego alone, group riding 
has increased the average num­ 
ber of passengers per car from 
1.6 to 2.8.
